General Activity on the Ranges ~The
Calt Orop ldkely to be a Fine One,

Milen City Cor, 8t Paul Pioneer Pross,

The round-ups are now well under
way, and there is s general activity all
over the range, The round-up parilea
are larger and better divided, na regards
districts, this season than heretofore, and
are In good shave to do firat-rate work,
Ropresentatives of the small owners,
many of whom do not belong, to the Mon-
tana Stook Growers’ sssoclation, ara also
on the ranges dolog what they ean to as-
eist the assovistion round-ups and look-
Ing out for the interests of the owners of
small lots, Finer weather for branding
and altering conld searcely be desired. It
in just warm onough and dry, excepting
the showors that have fallen doring the
last three nights. The fast Is thar, sl
thoagh the range is not suffering to any
extent, yet the stockmen wonld be glad
to sso more showera dm-lmt.r, the next faw
days. Every raport thua far recelved of
the ealf crop 1a good, The peroentage of
oalven this yoar will boe botter than that
of Inst year, 1t seoma almost needless
to ssy nnything abont the condition of
Ilve etock on this range, wo much hns
been said of the splendid eonditlon that
our live stock {s in, Even Texas steers
that came In last fall are fat enovgh for
beef, end you would not recognize states
cattle that were turned loose on this
range Inst seanon, they have changed so
much for the better, They don't trayel
rqulte so much ns the Texans, and where
vhe conditlon was equal, the states onttle
are nhead of the Texans In the matter of
present condilion and In beef-making
qualities. Reports from the round-up
pariics just received indicate that one
previous :e%:oru of light losses wore cor-
reck.  The losses nscertalnad sra betwaeen
two and three per cont.

DISAPPEARANCE OF HORSE THIEVES.

Reports from round-up partles that
are worklog the Northern Pacific rangos
show that the horse thleves have almost
ontirely disappeared from that portion of
our territory, a fact parily accounted for
by the vigorous weeding out that oocenr:
red up thers last summer and fall, but
more particularly is it caused by the ex-
citement in the northwest territory of the
Canadian Dominlon, whereby a large
number of men was drawn northward
across the llne to see what was golng on
and to take s hand in the racket if thore
was o good chance,
emigrated were, it is known, some hard
characters who are always resdy for
spoila, and they are bound to be heard
from duriog the summer. The mounted
pollce used to watch them olosely, and
will, probably do so again, when we may
oxpect to hear of some of the border
ontlaws returning with their pluader,
The north lineisa long one that such
men do not fear to try to crow, and there
Is but little to prevent thelr resppear-
ance on thelr cld stamping ground, the
Missourt valley,

BACK T0 THEIR OLD HAUNTS,

Thirty or forty families of the North-
ern Cheyoennes have become tired of their
reservation at Rosebud and, for a time at
least, have moved back to their old quar-
ters on Tongae river near the Hanglog
Woman, %They don’t mppear to carea
coatinental about the reservation at pres-
ent notwithstanding the start thoy have
made there. They like their old fields
the beat, it appears. Their evident de-
sire to camp on the Tongue may change
the plans for Improvewent at the junc-
tion of the Little Muddy with the Rose-
bod, A jolnt memorial was adopted by
our late leglelature in reforence to this
reservation, and it would be Interesting
to consider its riquests, together with
the subject of the tidgety, but not sg-
gresaive, Cheyennes.

THE YELLOWSTONE ROUND-DP,

The Billings Gazatte bas the followlng
regarding tho round-upa in that vielnity;
**The Yellowatone round-up expect to-
day to complete thelr work on the Crow
roservation slde of the river. They have
had no trouble with the agent, and have
succeeded in drlving over three thousand
head acroes the river. They expect to
cross over to thls slds toanorrow, and go
s far weat a3y Dack craek, where they
will commence the regular round-up, 8o
far the cattle appear to have wintered
well, and the prospects for a large ealf
crop are very promising, The Yellow-
atone round-up found that some of the
cattle which had strayed over the river
t> the Crow ressrvatlcn had been poi-
soned by eatlug the polsonous larkspor,
This weed Is cns of the firsb to ehow algns
of vegetation In the spring., It acta very
rapldly, the snimal bloating and dying
vory eoon unless relieved by inserting u
kuife into the paunch to relieve It of the
gseen, This cpoaration is then followed
by bleeding. Abcut reventy-five dead
cattlo that were found gave evidence of
having been thus poisoncd.”

In that particular distrlet, on the
slope of the mountains, the polaonouns
herbage Is notloeable.  On the greater
perion of our range, however, thero Is
no trcuble from any such cause. I have
never heard any unfavosabla raports of
that kind exgeptivg from the locality ra-
forred to by the Billings papere,

Edward Hanlan, the ex-champion
oareman of the world, returncd from
Australin yesterday by the steamship
Zea'nadia, and s reglatered at the Palace
hotel. A Call reporter, who mot Hanlan
on Market street last night aurronnded
by m company of gay companions, fonnd
the defeated souller the reverse of what
might be expected from & man reiurning
shorn of his lanrels, It was a question
whether the beamlog countenance of the
overthrown athlete, his glistening dia-
monds or his shinlng plug hat was bright-
eat. Hls superficial slgns of contented
mind and a plethorle bank atcount were
e:ilnlnud by his statement of the profits
of boat racing at the antlpodes. Althoogh
he loat both his races with Beach the Oa-
nadian made o fortane from the recsipts
of the steamers that followed the race,
and on which standing room sold for $25,
and reserved sents alf the way from $75
to §125. Hanlan's receipts from this
profitable ssurce and the races with Lay-
cock and Olifford, which he won, amount
to syme £30,000, Thus, in one year, he
as made more, although beaten twlce,
than In the ten previous years, in which
he rowed thirty-foar racea withont loring
one, To the Uall man the afilluent cars-
man said that DBeach s a wonderfully
muscular man, who greally resembles
Whistler, the wrestler. Bonch is 35 years
old, and has been sculllng but a few
enrs,

“‘I would have won my first race with
Beach,"” said the Canadian, *bat for my
own foollsness in getting in the wash of
o steamer, In my mecond race he rowed
right away from me after the firat fifly
yards.

Hanlan himeself, how-
ever, will go to Toronto Ina fow days
and commence to traln for the summer
regattas, Notwithstandlng his easy de-
feat, hois ready to make 8 match with
any man, and will talk business at oncs.
He regards Poterson as the best man in
America, barring himself. He will row
Reterson for alarge stake, or he will take
Pelerson, if Peterson will consent, and
match him against any oarsman in tha
country. He will row Iu a doabls scull

DISHONEAT POSTMASTERS,

Only a Very 8mall Froportion of the
Officials 8aid to bs Recreant
to Thelr Trusts,

Washinglon Post,

1t sy been stated that quite a number
of the postmasters recently removed were
dismissed bosaure of defaleations. *'\onu
must not Imagine, however,” mld a
prominent postoflice department official
to a Post reporter who sought enlighten-
ment on the wsubject, ‘‘that the postal
smpioyes nee as 8 rale dishonest. T think
they aro remarkably honeat. It s quite
true that wo oftener hoar and read of
arrcats among them for sins of diahonesty
than among any other class of govern-
ment officials. Bat the reason In not far
to resk mnd is perfectly simples when
found, Thore are 02,000 postolices of
nll classes, and consequently 52,000 post-
mastors, No matter how small his office,
each postmaster must bave at lasst one
awistant. Add to these 104,000 post-
masters and assistant postmasters all the
olerks employed In the varlous offl cey,
and the 5,000 olerks in the railway mall
eerblos, and you will have a geand total
of about 200,000 people employed in the
poatal gerviee, outalde of the general de-
partment in this olty.

““The number of costom house or in-
ternal revenue officers ia lnsigolficant in
comparison, No wonder then that thera
should bo actually more dishoneat officials
in the postoffices than in any othor single
branch of the pablle eervice; but the pro-
pertion is certalnly not greater and prob-
ably less, The percentage of dishonest
postaflics emploges will astonish you, I
do not minimize [t in placlng it at little,
If any, above 1-5 of 100 per cont. This
I8 the more remarkable whon it Is eon-
alderad that postotlise clerlks hava special
opportunitles, aad therefore special
temptation to steal. They handle not
only the fands of the government, but
everybody's money, and under cireum-
stancea which really juslify them in
feeling that o misspprepriation will not
be detected. They are not required to
glve recalpts, as tho very fow ousiom
nouse officers through whose hands money
pestes ars obliged to do so,

*I huve no hesltatlon in saying that
the government loses less by the pecala-
tion of ita postoflice employes than do
private business firms employlug an
cqual number of clexks, The fidellty
with which the work is done is evidenced
by the fact that the amount charged to
‘bad debta’ and ‘compromise’ on avconnt
of balances due by postmasters, which
acerued from July 1, 1877, to Ssptember
30, 1884, a perlod of seven years and
threa months, was only a lttls over $22,-
000, to which should ba added a farther
estimated loas of §5,000 on aceount of
balances in suit, making a total loss of
827,000, or about one teath of a mill on
every dgllar of revenue collected. Thae
lossen wore only §1 ont of every 80,000
of the revenne.”

“Tha ususl way Is when postmasters
are In some pinch for fands use the post
office money, with foll intention of re-
turning it. But having used if, they find
It esaler to go deeper atdll than to save or
procure the means of balanclog thelr ac-
connt, And then they go from quarter
to quarter; concoesllng the defiolency as
beas they can, until zome poestoffico in-
epector drops in npen them unawares and
lets the secret out, In most cass, if
the postmasters have an inklingof the
Inspector's vislt, they continue In rome
way to obtain the money to make thelr
aczounts equare, 'I'ne lnspector on find-
ing o deficlency, slmply says: ‘Make this
good or I shall go to your serotles,’ and
In nearly every cose ho has no ccsaslon to
carry out his threat, Thua it happens
that the government ssldom suffera loss.”
“In what classes of postoflices do de-
faleations oftenest ccont?”

“In the second class. These sre paid
all the way from a thousand ro two thon-
sand dollars, They go to a class of men
who desire to live well, but have not po-
litical importance enough to obtain o
postoffice of higher grade. The ealary
18 not quite sufficient to meot thelr wanta,
and 50 they are led Into wmisappropris-
tlon of the money intrusted to them. The
fourth-class officea pay very little and are
generally deslred by men in small bosi-
nees a8 u sort of adverising adjanct, and
conrequently few defalesticns ceenr, The
offices of the third class are held In
amall town where o modest etyle of living
prevails, and are, slso, usually filled by
men who have other busingss, The firat
class offices, of which there are only
elghty-one, psy well, and go to men of
public and establlshed reputation, and,
in consequence, it la very raro that a de-
faulter is found among them,”

Buchanan, of Philadelphis, and his man-
ufactory for the turning cut: and sale of
bogus medical diplomas, and the shut-
ting ap of & *‘college” fn New Yofk on
the ground of simllar practices. The
boldnoss of the advertiser in this case was
no more to be wondered at than the
reckless indifference of a paper that
would insert sach a notice for the sake of
forty or fifty cents, It is impossible to
calculate the number of lives that might
be taken and the injuries inflioted by
some unprinolpled and lgnorant scoun-
drel who was thus furpished with a
chanoe fo lagally practice on the
